Court Injunction Granted 
At Last Minute To 
Halt Strike

PITTSBURGH. Sept 10—A court 
order, stressing the public interest 
und welfare, brought a quick 
end 
today —at 
least temporarily —to a 
strike of electric 
power 
employ es 
which had threatened paraly sis of 
an 817-mile square area embracing 
1.500,000 peopple. 
The order forbade any activities | 
"which will imperil the lives, prop­ 
erty , health and well being of the 
citizens." 
Last-Minute Mo v e 
Just as strikers were were begin­ 
ning to leave their posts to take 
up picket stations. Judge Walter 
P. Sm art handed down the order 
directing 
the 
Independent 
Asso­ 
ciation oi Employ es of the Duquesne 
L.ght Co,, to "rescind and recall 
any order declaring a strike." 
It enjoined the union irom “in­ 
terfering with the operation of any 
auxiliary 
equipment of Duquesne 
Light Co., the city of Pittsburgh 
or any other supplers of power. It 
forbade picketing. 
The order, directed against the 
company as well as the union, or­ 
dered officers and directors of the 
utility "to enter into bona fide ne­ 
gotiations with the independent as­ 
sociation and to work out a sound 
and permanent labor policy which 
will prevent the recurrence of dis­ 
putes between them and their work­ 
ers." The 
company 
was told 
to 
"render adequate 
and continuous 
power.” 
The city of Pittsburgh and its 
health director, Dr. I. Hope Alexan­ 
der. petitioned for the injunction 
as business and Industry was begin­ 
ning to curtail operations in prepar­ 
ation for m emergency . Some $£ 0* 
street cars left their routes to help 
save power. 
Returns To No rmalcy 
Today , all was headed back to­ 
ward normal. 
The court’s order came dramati­ 
cally at the hour the strike 
offi­ 
cially got under way —12:01 a. m„ 
to enforce union demands for a 
master contract covering nine op­ 
erating companies associated with 
Duquesne, and a 20 per cent wage 
increase. 
President George L. Mueller of 
the union said early this morning 
he had postponed the strike on his 
own initiative in accordance with 
the court order, which directs the 
union and company representatives 
to a hearing Friday . The postpone­ 
ment, he said, was “until sometime 
after Friday ." 
May or David L. Lawrence, hag­ 
gard and worn from hours of la­ 
bor as a volunteer mediator, took 
the case to the courts quickly after 
the union's general policy commit­ 
tee voted 42 to 9 just two hours 
before the strike deadline against 
submitting to the 
rank and 
file 
membership a company proposal to 
leave the problem to arbitration.

Toby 's father, an overseas veteran 
and now a salesman

hiker and hired her as a house­ 
keeper because his wife was ill.

MEATSSCARCE 
AS CEILINGS 
ARE RETURNED 


Butcher Shops In Many 
Cities 
Bare; Poultry , 
Fish Popular 


Meat went back under OPA ceil­ 
ings today —and housewives in many 
cities had to turn to poultry and 
fish markets to round out their 
menus. 
Even the Army , the world’s biggest 
single customer, said it may have 
to do 
likewise unless 
the meat 
shortage abates. 
The 
new butcher shop 
prices 
average 12 percent higher than on 
June 30 when meat began its 
7 1- 
day period in the free market. They 
are lower Umn mast recent prices, 
but the ceilings are meaningless in 
many communities because coun­ 
ters are bare. 
How long the shortage will last 
became a 
prime topic not 
only 
among OPA and agriculture depart­ 
ment experts but among army food 
buy ers as well. 
Rationing Is Remote 
Any m um to consumer ration­ 
ing appeared to be out. 
One remedy being talked at the 
Agriculture department Is a pos­ 
sible price boost to encourage great­ 
er produetion on the farms, ranges 
and feed lots. 
But no action appeared immin­ 
ent. 
The 
Agriculture 
department— 
given the last word over such m at­ 
ters in the price control extension 
law—was unwilling to concede that 
a long and severe shortage Ls in 
prospect. 
The Army told of its concern In 
an announcement by the quarter­ 
masters 
general's 
office that its 
meat buy ing in July , “due to the 
unfavorable price situation," total­ 
led only 15 ,400.000 pounds, compar­ 
ed with 58,000,000 pounds bought 
in April. 


PITTSBURGH. Sept. 10—Repre­ 
sentatives of 30 Pittsburgh packing 
houses said today they had advised 
about 4,000 employ es that they may 
be furloughed because of the meat 
shortage which followed restoration 
of OPA price ceilings. 
The packers received a negligible 
amount of livestock at the Herrs 
island y ards today . FYied and Relne- 
man Packing Co. on Saturday fur­ 
loughed 
600 workers, shutting off 
meat to 4,000 western Pennsy lvania 
customers. 
Poultry receipts continued heavy

The latter, long an Ohio 
upcrhighway enthusiast, has said 
legislation 
for 
its 
construction 
would be offered at the next gen­ 
eral session of the assembly . 
The 239 -mile high-speed highway 
envisaged 
by 
Allen 
would 
span 
northern Ohio and would be 
fi­ 
nanced by road construction bonds 
issued by a proposed Ohio Turn­ 
pike commission. Tolls, collected in 
like manner to the sy stem now in 
effect in Pennsy lvania would pay 
for the highway ’s construction. 
The proposed highway would be 
similar to the one already in use in 
Pennsy lvania, which, provides only 
“limited access," permits automo­ 


biles to move at very high speeds, 
and avoids population centers. 
In fact. Winter said, the Pennsy l­ 
vania turnpike probably would pro­ 
vide the connecting link 
for 
the 
proposed Ohio 
highway ’s 
eastern 
er.d. 
From the Pennsy lvania border, he 
went on. the Ohio road would swing 
up 55 miles to a point just south of 
Cleveland, then spurt 112 miles to 
a point south of Toledo, thence 72 
miles to the Indiana line.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 19 Under- 
ecretary of State William L. Clay ­ 
ton said today that Yugoslavia has 
entatively agreed to the principle 
of pay ing an Indemnity for the loss 
of five American lives in the forced 
crashes of two American planes lost 
month. 
Yugoslavian officials, in prelim­ 
inary conversations with U. S. Am­ 
bassador Richard C. Patterson, have 
: aised a question as to whether they 
should pay also for the loss of the 
planes, Clay ton told a nows confer­ 
ence. 
Clay ton said no conclusive agree­ 
ment has been reached with Mar­ 
shal Titos regime on the repara­ 
tions matter. 
Figure Is Withheld 
He added that the State depart­ 
ment has indicated to Patterson 
the amount the United States be­ 
lieves suitable for the indeminity 
pay ment, but he declined to make 
the figure public. 
Clay ton reiterated 
the position 
taken by the government y esterday 
that it would not Intervene to halt 
llNRRA shipments 
to 
Yugoslavia 
because of 
American 
differences 
with Tito. 
This Ls a matter, Clay ton said, 
which should be decided either by 
UNRRA or the State department.

The head 
the Ohio Woman's Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, Miss Mary B. Ervin, hardly can mean 
it when she says bootlegging Is preferable to the stole 
liquor monopoly, but Miss Ervin is more titan half 
right when she says that instead of the state control­ 
ling the liquor business the business Is controlling the 


state. 
It all goes back to a fundamental premise of the 
argument for state authority, which was that unless 
the profit motive could be eliminated there was no 
hope of controlling the liquor traffic in the interest of 
a decent society. Ohio's control plan was adopted very 
largely on the recommendation of a study made by 
Raymond B. Fordick and Albert L. Scott, who found 
the state control system preferable to all others. 
They believed that a state monopoly should en­ 
courage distribution of beer and 
wine, 
meanwhile 
handling the sale of stronger beverages under a policy 
of minumum distribution and sale. "Unless we elim­ 
inate the incentive behind the stimulation of sale.’’ 
they concluded, “we have not dug to the root of the 
difficulty.” 
Ohio has made more money from its liquor mon­ 
opoly than is consistent with the principle of elimin­ 
ating incentive behind the stimulation of sale of in­ 
toxicating beverages. Miss Ervin is wrong In prefer­ 
ring bootlegging to state monopoly, but a great many 
thoughtful Ohioans are aware that the state’s monop­ 
oly has become too big a business for Its own good. 


Wherewithal 
At the close of the best-altended baseball season 
and the opening of what Is certain to be the best-at­ 
tended football season, horizons hi sports promotion 
are being pushed back so steadily no one can be sure 
how far the limits extend. 
For the time-being It Is evident that all precon­ 
ceived Ideas of what people would and wouldn’t pay 
to see are absolete Miniature auto racing has gained 
a huge following. Golf is on the verge of becoming a 
spectator sport. Tennis still has possibilities in out-of- 
the-way places where It never has been tried. Basket­ 
ball already is established as a big-time promotion. 
Boxing Is doing better and -even wrestling Is coming 
back. Aquatic spectacles are almost untried, but ice 
shows have pointed the way to their probable success 
whenever pools and spectator accommodations are 
built. Anything Is worth trying. The public Is hungry 
for something to see—a contest, a spectacle, an exhi­ 
bition—almost anything. 
But the fact is the public Is no different than It 
was when almost any kind of a sports promotion was 
a gamble between failure and moderate success. 
The 
Only thing different Is the wherewithal in the public's 
pockets. When people have money to spend they will 
spend a large part of It on recreation, with heavy em ­ 
phasis on spectator sports. 
When they don’t have 
money to spend they won't spend it, an economic dis­ 
covery of the first magnitude that has to be redis­ 
covered at 10-year intervals.

Germ an y seems more ex citin g. 
Third: Some, du lly in ten din g to 
stay home, can ’t fin d jobs, or jobs 
as well-pay in g fts they wan t. 
For 
v ears arm y life has been a part of 
him, with its work—an d its “fu n .” 
H* comes bark. 
On e illegal im m igran t told a sim ­ 
ple story . 
He just do nned his unifo rm 
again, jo ined a party o f so ldiers 
who were returning to Germany 
fro m leav e in England and ar­ 
riv ed here undetected. 
He liv ed 
here fo r six mo nths witho ut a 
ratio n card o r o fficial entry at 
any mess befo re he was disco v ­ 
ered. 
W hen asked how he did it, he 
replied: 
"Like an y good soldier, by scrou n g­ 
in g.” 
As pu n ishm en t, he was ordered— 
n ot to stay in G erm an y — bu t to 
keep ou t for fiv e y ears. 
In an other case, a British soldier 
fell in lov e w ith a Germ an girl. He 
hoped to retu rn as a member of the 
military gov ern m en t. He passed the 
ex am in ation s bu t was told it wou ld 
be six m on ths before he wou ld be 
sen t to 
Germ an y . 
R ather 
than 
wait, he retu rn ed on his own an d 
was picked u p. 


Now tha t the m arriage ban has 
been lifted, an d troops m ay take 
brides to En glan d, there 
m ay 
be 
fewer su ch cases. 
The jo b situatio n alo ne causes 
many so ldiers, particularly o ffi­ 
cers, to return to Germany le­ 
gally as members o f the mili­ 
tary go v ernment. 
Seme of these officers hav e been 
in the arm y for fiv e or six y ears, or 
more. M an y join ed u p before they 
had a chan ce to get. v ery far in bu s­ 
in ess or other careers. 
The idea of goin g back to jobs 
they had when they were 21 or 22 
y ears old, particu larly 
w ith 
prices 
u p an d hou sin g scarce, isn ’t a t­ 
tractiv e after y ears of draw in g an 
officers' pay . 
They fin d tha t the job they kn ow 
best n ew 
is the army . 
M ilitary 
gov ern men t work is sim ilar in man y 
respects, an d sometimes 
the pay 
is better. 
Added to that, life as a member 
of the occu py in g forces offers good 
focd, clu bs, swimmin g pools 
an d 
ether am en ities that n ot all wou ld 
fin d at home. 
So it is tha t m an y an officer on 
headin g for home an d demobiliza­ 
tion say s: 
“I'll be back.”

protectors and other field men of 
the Ohio Division of Conservation 
this week gives promise of a better- 
than average squirrel shooting sea­ 
son as oldtim ers as well as a few 
new stum p-sitters prepare for H- 
hour on the bushytails a t daybreak 
Saturday. Sept. 14. 
T here’ll be a slightly shorter sea­ 
son this year and the entire state 
comes under one open season. 
In 
1941 Ohio squirrel hunters asked 
for and were granted a split season

furnished a shorter season for the 
northern counties where tre squir­ 
rel population experienced a decided 
slump and secondly it presumably 
gave the southern hunters a better 
chance at the squirrels before they 
moved out of m any sections follow­ 
ing the earlier n u t harvest in the 
southern counties. 
B ut this year representatives at 
the game 
hearing held in June 
asked th a t th e split season be cast 
aside, mostly because of the yearly 
confusion 
and 
hunting 
pressure 
caused in th e counties bordering 
the zone dividing line through cen­ 
tral Ohio.

shorter, those who depend on their 
“Saturdays-off” for the sport, will 
appreciate the fact th at the season 
includes three S aturday’s opening 
a t daybreak Saturday, Sept. 14, and

In the early weeks of 1846, just over a century ago, Salem's thous­ 


and inhabttants were excited—and with good reason. Muddy roads, 


hardly more than wilderness trails, were the little town’s only 


means of communication with the rest of the country. Now it look­ 


ed as if the glorious dream of a railroad might come true. 


At any rate, Salem was resolved to be ready for the era of expan­ 


sion that better communications would assure. “Salem must have 


a bank,” they said. A group of local business men, headed by Zadok 


Street, Esq., who had been the first white child born in the settle­ 


ment, thereupon organized the Farmers Bank of Salem. 


The institution received its charter from the State of Ohio on Feb­ 


ruary 16th, 1846 and began business a few weeks later. Through 


an entire century, Salem and the Farmers Bank have grown and 


prospered together.
